SAN FRANCISCO (IP) — Carrying 
three airplanes, the big battleship Colo- 
rado was steaming at top speed today 
to start a combined air and sea search 
in a new area—the Phoenix Islands— 
for Amelia Eearhart and Fred Noonan. 


The Colorado, ship of hope to a des- 
pairing world awaiting word of the lost 
fliers, was due to reach Winslow Bank, 
on the north edge of the Phoenix 
group, at 6:30 P. S. T., this evening. 

Daylight and visibility permitting, 
Captain Friedell, the Colorado’s com- 
mander, planned to catapult his three 
planes and start an air search imme- 
diately upon arrival at the Bank, which 
is 280 miles southeast of Howland Is- 
land. 

Miss Earhart and Noonan, her navi- 
gator, has been missing since last Fri- 
day when they missed Howland in their 
round the world plane on a flight from 
Lae, New Guinea.

YOSEMITE ()—Edward Fleischer, 
16, of Berkeley, today told of his ex- 
periences. during the -18 hours he was 
marooned on a narrow ledge 1,000 feet 
above Yosemite Walley on the sheer 
granite cliff of Glacier Point. 

Fleischer, who was rescued by rane 
gers after spending a cold night on the 
slanting rock shelf, clung to a small 
tree cropping out of the ledge “to keep 
me from falling off.” 

“When I realized I was trapped,” the 
boy said, “ I whistled and shouted un- 
til I was hoarse. 

“There was a small tree on the ledge 
and I clung to it and tried to sleep. Sev- 
eral times I dozed off, but I was afraid 
I might roll off and drop a thousand 
feet into the valley, so I didn’t sleep 
much.” 

Rangers located the boy from Gla- 
cier Point—600 feet above. The ran- 
gers lowered a long rope to him, and in 
an inch by inch ascent, pulled him to 
safety. 

Edward said he became lost when he 
separated from his father during a 
hike. 

“J worked my way down the cliff, 
shelf by shelf, in the belief I would 
eventually reach the valley floor by a 
prettier route. I finally got to the 
last ledge and couldn’t go any farther. 
I couldn’t go back, either, so I stayed 
there.

Scientists Find 


Water Kills All 
Bacteria 


LA JOLLA (tpP—Scientists said to- 
day the Great Salt Lake in Utah ts 
virtually a “germ-proof” swimming 
hole. 


Researchers of the Scripps Institu- 
tion of Oceanography of the University 
of California announced that all ordin- 
ary bacteria or “germ-carrying” mic- 
robes are killed instantly when ex- 
posed to the lake’s concentrated salt 
waters. No land or fresh water bac- 
teria has yet been found which can 
live in the saline concentrated waters 
of the lake, they disclose. 

It was found that the lake water was 
not only highly bactericidal or “kill- 
ing,” but was also bacteriostatic or 
“retarding” to the already present salt 
water-type bacteria. 

Some types of microbes are living in 
the lake, said the scientists, but they 
differ from those of other habitats in 


that they develop slowly and are in.
